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New / omestead Map 
se alia 

A new addition of the North- 
ern Alberta Homestead Map—a 
most useful publication, both 
from the standpoint of the set- 
tler and the business man—has 
just been issued by the Natural 
Resources Intelligence Branch 
of the Departinent of the In- 
terior, Ottawa. 

While the primary object of 
this map may be said to have 
been to afford reliable informa- 
tion to the prospective settler 
as to land open for location, it 
is also designed to assist the 
yveneral public which in many 
instances supply the ‘sinews of 
war’ forthe opening up of a 
country. 

‘The color scheme adopted in 
former editions of the map has 
been simplified in this the tenth 
edition. The land has been 
divided into two main classes, 

Tne first of these represents 
that which has been already 
patented and the second shows 
that which—while entered for- 
has not yet been patented. In 
addition to these divisions the 
various colors indicate forest 
reserves, Dominion parks, tim- 
ber berths, grazing leases, 
Dominion Land Offices, and coal 
areas, ‘The areas uncolored and 
shown as surveyed are avail- 
able for settlement. 

Another very important feu- 
ture shown is the precise loca- 
tion of the ‘railroads—those 
great arteries of trade—while 
other topographical features 
such as the position of lakes 
and rivers are also indicated, 

As the great world war pro- 
gresses toward its conclusion, 
an ever-increasing stream of 
settlers will undoubtedly flow 
in the direction of Northera 
Alberta. To such persons, as}, 
well as to the commercial com- 
munity already referred to, this 
map will effect a useful purpose,

Plans to Build Railroads Like Those 
of This Continent 


Regenerated Belgium ll model 
some of her important railway lines 
on the American plan, Railway cap- 
italists of that. outraged nation have 
sent an agent to America to study 
tailroad operating methods, railway 
stops, and, more especially, the im- 
egg electric installations on trunk 
ines in various parts of the country. 
The name of this Belgian agent is 
Joseph Carlier, He is Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Railways at the Universit, 
cf Liege. Professor Carlier said he 
believed that at least $200,000,000 
vould be spent to plade the railways 
of Belgium on a proper footimg after 
the war, and that the United States 
would doubtless be called upon to 
supply a large part of the new equip- 
ment, 

Mr, Carlier is also a member of 
the special commission which was in- 
stalled in Paris last fall, the mem- 
bers having: becn appointed by the 
Belgian minister, for the study of 
clectrification of the Belgian  rail- 
ways. 

“We have approximately 8,000,000 
people and a little over 3,000_miles of 
broad gauge, and about 4,500 miles 
of single-track railroad. We have al- 
so a system of narrow-gauge rail- 
roads, something like 1,500 miles, for 
small freight traffic. Our freight 
stations are unusually long and very 
large, 1 think we should adopt many 
of your ideas as to car building. I 
think we shall have to make com- 
partment cars for the most -part. 
Belgium is a windy country, and we 
cannot very well have a long, one- 
room car stich as you have in Ameri- 
ca, because it would be-much £00 
drafty.”
